But itis
not necessary further to enumerate. Suffice
it to savy the liguor trafficis a standing
curse, & danger to publie health; the source
of untold politteal ecorruption, crimes, dis-
eases, degradation and desth; a publie
cuisance and & public immorslity; in &
word, it Is an umitigated and measureless
evil, without a redeeming feature.

Strong Plea for Woman Suffrage,

In the name of right and humanity, let
not free, enlightened and Christisn Amer-
fen longer injure and degrade woman by
withholding from her that which ia her in-
slienable right; that which will elevate
Ameriean womanhood; that which will en-
large her usefulness; that which will impart
greater ability to the helper and eo-worker
with man under sll circumstances and eon-
ditions; that which alone will make woman
man’s equal, and place in ber hands the
most efficient weapon with which tg defend
her rights and EM her home. I allude,
»f course, to ¢ ‘Kﬂeele- heritage, the
ballot. In doing il‘3 Americans should
lose no time. If we delay, En d will
take the lead in the emancipation of
woman The nation that first gives woman
equal rights with msn will earn a crown of
imparishable glory.

The FHinancial Feature of the Party.

The financial question in our platform is
brillianily and fmirly stated, and broadl
enough to satisfy sll ressona ’h men in
these words: “The money of the country
should consist of gold, silver and paper.
Alnn, thlt it be “issued by the Government
oniv.” Tt should, of course, be in sufficient
guantity to meet all demands, and the vol-
ume be so inerease and adjusted as at all
times to respond to the mndillnm of the
country. The legal rate of interest on
money should be made lower and reason-
gble for the benefit of all classes, osen
tions and industries, and be uniiorm in all
the States. No man ought to be compelled
to pay exorbitant interest becsuse he is
poor.  If his security is doubtful, exacting
from him high interest will not hlm
his ability to pay. Asa matter of eun
all who honestly and prom tlv pav snould

ghould have the benefit of ¢ rates of
interest, If combinations ma formed
ad libitum to secumulste and hoard the

money and the wealth of the country they
will soon have n. in their power to stop the
very wheels of progress—to exercise dan-
gerous econtrol over Legislatures, courts
and Congress, if not virtually to dm‘.tue all
aflairs of the nation,

t Few Words on the Labor Question,

In order to relieve the labor of the eoun-
try of its abnormal snd often econgested
condition there should be the earliest
kible revision and restriction of the immi-

ation and naturslization laws of the
{mted States, These laws, so inimieal to
American labor and the best interests of
all, if not nnrpmiv enacted, have doubt-
lessly been kept in force by partisan con-
siderstions—ior fesr of detriment io parti-
san interests—till our country has become
the almost daily scene of riots, lawlessness
end bloodshed, snd mnot mirequently on
such a seale as if to portend, if permitted to
Fou nchrckm‘l the possible perversion ofall
suthority. iscord between capital
and lsbor unl:wt safely be allowed to con-
tinwe No matter what the cause it is im-
perative to remove it. In the national hive
there should be no room for drones. There
ehonid be room—and there is room—for all
to labor, and all ought to have and must
have the right to labor. It is & duty and &
right that all men earn their bread and
support their families. Ifit be necessary
to have organizations and defense agaipst
eapital orrf bor such organizations should
ke authorized and regulated by law.

i1 Tarifls Considerc-d Binding,

We must eancede that all nations bave
the right to levy warifls. As Americans we
are in favor of protecting all American in-
terests.  The tarifl’ proposed by the Demo-
cratie party aud that of the Republican
party differ only in degree—both are sof-
ficlently high to be termed protective. To
the objection that tarifls bear unequally—
that is to say that, under them the rich pay
comparatively nothing and the masses
nearly gll the revesue so derived tosu
port the National Government, must
nidided the turther objection that ther are
blinding and deceptive.

The same wisdom and patriotism that laid
the foundaiion will be required to preserve
the temple of liberty, Our foes are more
pumerous than at the beginning and our

dangers are multiplied. Eternal vigilance |

was never more necessary. The important
guestion of the hour is: How can this Re-
jublie be tided over all the dangers that
threaten_and be preserved to bless the
world? The farseeing triot makes an-
ewer: Banish aleohol and make the nation
sober, Muake the people intelligent, moral
and law-abiding.

BOKES IN Hi8 BRAIN.

A Reomarkable Sargical Operation Restores
n Farmer Again to Life,

PriLApELYHIA, Aug. 25.—The Hahne-
manians at their hospital this afternoon
seored n remarkable surgical triumph. A
furmer named John Sehweighauser, who
bnd been lying unconscious half the time
for s1x weeks in consequence of & compound
comminnted fracture of the skull, and had
been kept alive by liquid food and injee-
tions, had been seen by eight or ten physi-
cians and given up absolutely, was sent to
the hospital with his lehnde‘pnnlnud and
in an hour or two 12 pieces of the temporal
bone, of aull sizes, had been removed from
the brain matter, and the man conversed
with his wife snd friends as intelligently aa
he ever did.

The farmer was & man of magnificent
physigue or he never would have lived
through it. The future danger is from the
forming ol a elot where the 12 gplinters of
bones was removed If a.utileptin ireat-
ment is successtul\in ting the clots
from forming, Schweig will eertainly
get a new lease of life.

The largest piece of bone removed meas-
ured an inch Another trisngular piece
had its longest point sticking one quarter
of an inch in the brain matter. The other
pieces, incluling ngly rplint-en, were scat-
tered around in the brain. Belore proceed-
ing ta the main part of the operation the
scalp was laid open over the temporal bone

over a distance of five inehes. Fully one-
third of the temporal bone was found to be
erushed up,
